taken  off  the  register 5 having  commenced  work  or  for  other 
reasons 5 leaving  I93  IH®  register  at  the  end  of  the  year.

Tnree  lurscriesj  (Holden  House 5 St,  Alban’s  Pla.ee  and 
HC' llymouuit ) v/ere  opened  during  the  year 5 and  between  them 
offer  accommodation  to  42  resident  and  47  non-resident 
children  of  pre-school  age.  Although  they  have  been  well 
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patronised  (the  number  on  rolls  exceeding  actual  places  by 
approxhnatel^^  25  per  cent)  attendances  have,  from  time  to 
time,  been  disappointingly  low  owing  to  the  prevalence  of, 
inter  alia,  mumps,  whooping  cough,  chicken  pox  and  diarrhoea* 
V/hilst,  ov;ing  to  the  very  large  proportion  of  children 
in  attendance  who  have  been  immunised  against  diphtheria,  we 
have  little  fear  of  this  disease  attacking  our  nurseries,  the 
sam-e  complacency  does  not  prevail  as  regards  other  infections. 
These,  it  is  feared,  will  continue  to  visit  the  nurseries 
from,  time  to  time  with  resultant  administrative  upset  and 
absenteeism.
